PALESTINE. PASSPORT ORDINANCE, 1020. 


PASSPORT REGULATIONS 


issued under Article 10 of the Ordinance. 

(June 1st, IU2i). 

1. Any person leaving Palestine must he in possession of a Laisse/-Passer 
or a Passport duly vised or endorsed to secure his admmission to the country 
of his destination. 


Rritisli subjects, Ottoman subjects, persons who art* unable lo obtain 
national passports and all persons who require visas Ibr any part of the Rritisli 
Empire, countries subject to a Rritisli Mandate and Egypt can obtain the required 
documents and visas from the Permits Section of the Secretariat, Jerusalem. 
Residents outside of Jerusalem may obtain them through the District Governor 
at Haifa, the Assistant District Governor at Julia, or the nearest District 
Commandant of Police or Sub-District Governor. 


3. The Travel Documents furnished hy the Permits Section are as 
follows:— 


\. PALESTINIAN LAISSEZ-PASSERS 


These are of two kinds:

(ii) The Emergency Laissez-Passer, issued to a person who, not 

a Provisional Certificate of Palestinian Nationality, is 
unable to obtain a |>assport or laisez-passer in the absence of any Consular 
officer of his countrv in Palestine, or owing lo his hawing made a declaration 
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opting for Palestinian citizenship. 
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B. VISAS AND ENDORSEMENTS 


Visas are valid for any number of journeys during a period of one year, 
unless expressly limited lo a shorter period. They are ot two kinds. Ordinary 

and Transit.'* 



A Transit Visa is good only for a journey across a country for the purpose 
of reaching Hie territory of another state ami not for a slay in the first 


named country. 


Endorsements, unless expressly limited are valid for any mimher of 
journeys during the period of validity of the passport or Provisional Certificate 
bearing them. 


(i) A British Visa is required by every person (except the holder of a 
British Passport or Provisional Certificate ol Palestinian Nationality) who desires 
to travel to British territory or territory subject to a British Mandate. 

(ii) A British Endorsement (in lien of visa) is required hv a person 
g a British Passport or a Provisional (Certificate of Palestinian Nationality. 




A Visa for Egypt (or an Endorsement, in the case of a person holding 
a British Passport or Provisional Certificate of Palestinian Nationality) is required 
by all persons who desire to travel In Egypt, except only holders of valid Egyptian 
Passports or foreign passports endorsed by the Egyptian (rovernmenl with 
‘‘Permission to return to Egypt ". Applicants for visas for Egypt should give 
the names and lull addresses, correctly spell, of two residents in Egypt who 
are prepared to give reference on their behalf and to guarantee their mainte¬ 
nance while in Egypt.

<C. BRITISH PASSPORTS. 


(i) British Passports art 1 issued only to persons who produce conclusive 
evidence of British Nationality. A Birth certificate, or Certificate of Naturaliza¬ 
tion should accompany every application where an expired Passport is not 
available.
